Solution of Traffic Prob­ 
lem in Lancaster Un­ 
settled; Unevent­ 
ful Meeting. 


The Lincoln Highway Association 
can change the route of the thorough­ 
fare by that name from L ancaster to 
an entirely different section of the 
country, but only two men are em ­ 
powered 
to 
change 
Route I of the 
sta te ’s prim ary road system. 
They 
are Governor Pinchot and 
Paul 
D. 
W right, secretary of highways. 
Thus Howard C. MRinger, G ettys­ 
burg, central Pennsylvania consul for 
the 
Lincoln 
Highway 
Association, 
summarized his rem arks at a m eet­ 
ing called at Lancaster, Monday a f t­ 
ernoon, for the purpose of getting ex­ 
pressions of opinion from represent­ 
ative Lancastrians and residents of 
other towns between G ettysburg and 
Philadelphia, threatened with the loss 
of the highway by reason of the traffic 
congestion caused at 
Penn 
Square, 
Iuincaster. 
Route I To Stay 
“ Route I of the sta te ’s system will 
likely always remain Route I.” Mr. 
M itinger asserted, adding th a t the 
Lincoln 
Highway 
Association 
was 
only using th a t route through Penn­ 
sylvania because it was the shortest 
and gave motorists the most expedi­ 
tious service. 
The impression had been gained in 
l^wneaster th a t removal of th e high­ 
way signs from their city and the 
other communities from 
Gettysburg 
to 
Philadelphia 
would 
mean 
the 
taking away of Route I of the Penn­ 
sylvania highway system. 
Mr. Mit- 
inger’s rem arks put to rest any a p ­ 
prehensions in th a t respect. 
The consul also informed the m eet­ 
ing, which was attended by more than 
IOO men and women, including Mayor 
Prank C. Musher, of Lancaster, Civil 
W'ar veterans of Lancaster, business 
men of th a t city, and

want to remove the present route so 
as to include 
H arrisburg. 
Reading,

of Lancaster. 
Prominent Men Attend 
The m eeting was called to order by 
J. G. Forney, president of the Lan­ 
caster Chamber of Commerce, in the 
ball room of the Hotel Brunswick at 
4 o’clock, Monday afternoon. 
Prom i­ 
nent in the assembly were business 
men and property owners along East 
and W est King streets, 
the present 
route of the Lincoln H ighw ay, to pro­ 
test the removal of the highway to an 
alternate route in the city. 
Present 
also w ere residents of O range street, 
suggested 
as 
an 
alternate 
route 
through Lancaster, to protest sending 
heavy trucks and other 
traffic 
over 
that residential thoroughfare. 
At the outset, the m eeting looked 
storm y, but as it progressed it was 
apparent that Lancaster was willing 
to do 
everything 
in 
its 
pow’er 
to 
remedy existing conditions and keep 
the “ Main street of America.” 
Vig­ 
orous protest, characterized as “ in­ 
fam y to tho immortal dead and the 
honored living” of tho w ar of T>3 to 
whom tho Soldiers’ and Sailors’ monu­ 
ment in Penn Square 
was 
erected, 
against its removal, was voiced by 
the spokesman for the Grand Army 
of the Republic veterans. 
Alternate Route 
O range street, which branches off

The Southern Newspaper Associa- 
Hntion ha* adopted an admirable code 
of ethics for editors, says the New 
York World. 
Decency m ust be m ain­ 
tained; courtesy remembered in con­ 
troversy; consideration for the unfor­ 
tunate and “respect and tolerance for 
those of different religions, races and 
circumstances of life” m ust be the 
rule; “ needless dam age to a good re p ­ 
utation or wanton pain to an innocent i 
person*’ avoided. 
The code closes 
with a demand for “ honesty in all 
dealings,” for “truth first, last and al­ 
w ays.” 
Young journalists a re to be taught 
these principles. 
The American A s­ 
sociation of Teachers of Journalism 
last December enjoined upon its m em ­ 
bers the teaching cf ethics “ with p a r­ 
ticular reference to the duties and re ­ 
sponsibilities of the journalist to so­ 
ciety.” 
And before that, in April, 
1923, the American Society of N ew s­ 
paper Editors set forth a cotie of en ­ 
joining independence, 
sincerity, 
ac­ 
curacy, fair play, decency. 
No code, however obvious its rules, 
can he carried out to the letter in a 
world fa r short of perfection. 
But 
it will do newspaper men no harm 
to have before their eyes high ideals 
for the conduct of their profession.

HEALTH TALK 


The health talk 
of the 
Pennsyl­ 
vania Department of Health is pre­ 
pared this week by Dr. Charles H. 
Miner, 
Secretary 
of 
Health. 
Dr. 
Miner says:— 
“Much is being said these days eon- 
corning: the health effects of the' sun 
upon the human body. Dr. Roilier, of 
Leysin, Switzerland, in 1903 was the 
first to apply the sun-bath treatment 
to sufferers from tuberculosis. 
His 
method involves a return to the nude 
and the direct 
application 
of 
the 
sun’s rays to the body. 
His experi­ 
ments have proved most successful 
in the treatment of advanced cases of 
tuberculosis as well as those who are 
undernourished 
and 
suffering1 from 
the disease in a latent form. 
“Since 1913 the State Department 
of Health,

Department conclusively indicate that 
the advantages 
of 
direct 
sunlight, 
(rather than the sun’s heat) is not 
alone helpful to sick people, hut 
to 
well ones also. 
This being tho bath­ 
ing season, many of the citizens of 
Pennylvania will in their recreation 
he in a position to benefit from the 
direct effect of the sun. 
However, it 
must be understood that while the 
sun may he employed 
as 
a 
health 
giver, it can also act to one’s physical 
disadvantage. 
“In order to obtain the maximum 
benefit from bathing, light colored or 
undyed wool suits should he used.- No 
person suffering from colds, cough, j 
fever or inflamed eyes should indulge! 
in this sport. The reason for this is j 
that swimming1 and 
diving 
tend to 
force the infection into sinuses or 
ears and may result in complications. \ 
Many people remain in the water or j 
in the sun too long, with tho double 
effect of enervating the body acd sub­ 
jecting themselves to 
painful 
sun­ 
burn. 
“By following these rules summer 
bathing will Ik* found not only to he 
a delightful recreation, but a boon to 
health as well. 
Moderation, however, 
as in all things else, is the keynote. 
Twenty minutes of 
sunlight 
in 
a 
bathing suit a day will do one more 
good if continued for several weeks 
than three hours in one day which 
may have dire results. 
Swim 
and 
bathe by all means, 
but 
swim and 
bathe cautiously.’’
